Our Lamp Was Heavy 


To say that our class was suffering from a mild case of “confusionitis” when 
we first set foot inside Saint Luke’s is putting it mildly. We were stuporous! Between 
unpacking and getting settled in our rooms, there were teas and tours, pajama 
parties and gab fests, sunrise services and trips to Western Reserve—we attended all 
en masse. Our uniforms arrived and the new “probie” class put on their own novel 
fashion parade. Had a visitor walked down the hall that day, she would have heard 
the heart breaking, “Sam, you made the pants too long!” Homesickness reared its ugly 
head and we were seen running into each other’s arms, snifing when our thoughts 
turned toward home. Soon next door neighbors got acquainted and the class of 1951 
began to mold itself. 

Class schedules and stacks of books warned us of the study hours and wakeful 
nights that were to follow. With a full tank of gasoline and a faithful driver, “Red 
Raider” was headed in the direction of Adelbert Road and our never-to-be-forgotten 
science classes—anatomy, microbiology, and chemistry. 

Our hearts skipped a beat when we walked into Nursing Arts Lab, wondering 
how we'd ever learn to make a bed with a patient in it. And poor “Mrs. Chase’”—we 
shudder at the thought of all that poor woman endured so that we might master the 
techniques of nursing. Our spare time was spent developing the art of printing, for 
a good nurse has to know how to print legibly... . Add a dash of professional adjust- 
ments and a teaspoon of nutrition and our schedule was nearly completed. 

Rules, regulations, and restrictions were hard to forget that first year. We were 
blessed with five whole late leaves and two two-o’clocks a month. Such generosity 
overwhelmed us, but we gritted our teeth and settled down, to make the most of it. 
And make the most of it we did! Human anatomies of the male species began to show 
their faces around the dorm and before we could say “Dosage and Solutions,” we 
were having monthly dances with Case, Reserve, B. W., and John Carroll boys. Two 
and three hundred people flocked to those Friday night occasions for the privilege of 
dancing to the strains of romantic music. 

In what seemed a matter of weeks (it was really months), finals were on top of 
us and there was much work to be done. Many’s the light that burned past the be- 
witching hour of twelve, as everything from lecture notes to P. A. Caffeines were 
exchanged, swallowed and thoroughly digested. “I still don’t understand how I 
passed!” was the popular expression of the day, and some of our classmates were 
known to be found mumbling the same phrase in their sleep. “It’s all part of nurs- 
ing,” the seniors reassured us, “the best is yet to come.” 

It did. With a slap on the back and a hearty “Hi-ho, probies”, we were set loose 
on the divisions and put to the mercy of patients, head nurses, and instructors alike. 
Which scared us the most at that moment was hard to say. A hearty “Good Morning” 
from one of our patients probably would have sent us running out of the room looking 
for the nearest linen cupboard to crawl into. But we never let even our closest friends 
find out about those innermost fears. Instead, we would gather in someone’s room 
and brag about how we took six temperatures in a half-hour, or how the head nurse 
complimented us for making such neat beds—‘and in only twenty-five minutes!” 

With experience and instruction we gained a little more speed and dexterity and 
were finally getting that feeling of being needed and of being essential to a huge nurs- 
ing program which emphasized better care for the patient. 

But alas—it was only a taste, for it was time to go back to class to learn the 
finer points of nursing. A new twist was added to our classes—doctor’s lectures. Now 
we were getting down to brass tacks. . . . Medical and Surgical Nursing, E.E.N.T., 
and Orthopedics with Dr. Herrick demonstrating the art of nails and drills while we 
serenaded him to the tune of the Hawaiian War Chant... “The Thing”... dum 
dee dum . . . Pharmacology, with its power-packed action and potent toxicity, and, at 
last—the operating room. How exciting can a class room get? Thoughts of sterile 
technique filled the air as we found ourselves backing away from the sink and dresser 
for fear of contaminating our tooth-brush or wash cloth! 

In the midst of all this excitement, one of the most important days of our career 
crept in. Capping, with all the excitement and anticipation that always accompanies 
it. During the ceremony some of us cried, some of us laughed, but we all had the 
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same idea. At last we looked like nurses . . . real, live, honest-to-goodness nurses! 
Maybe we didn’t have the Nightingale Pledge memorized too well, but the audience 
would have to forgive us. This was a big occasion. Afterwards there were congratu- 
lations and gifts to be passed out, mirrors to stand in front of, parties to attend, more 
mirrors to stand in front of. That night we got a red letter check in our mythical 
class diary! 

With second theory a thing of the past we were again assigned to the divisions. 
It was different this time—we looked and felt like nurses and were anxious to prove 
to others that we were deserving of the name. How successful we have been, however, 
is something which we unfortunately can’t answer. But to those head nurses who gave 
so willingly of their time and knowledge, our thanks are endless. 

We were ready and waiting for third theory when the time arrived. The finish- 
ing touches were to be added to our education—a history of our profession, a course 
on ethics, how to plan a nursing team, geriatrics, and above all—O.B.! Is there a soul 
in our class who will ever forget O.B.?? There was Dr. Speicher with his different tie 
for every day of the year, our 25 O.B. reports, and Dr. Hemmings with his famous 
Ward Rounds. When all other memories fail us, there is one which will never fade, 
and that is our days in the nursery, the delivery room, and post-partum floor. Some 
of us loved it, some of us didn’t, but all will remember it. 

Another fascination which came hand in hand with third theory was week-ends 

. something that came few and far between. This priceless treasure couldn’t have 
come at a more opportune moment, for at the very same time powerful forces were 
at work to bring our schcol and a nearby college closer and closer together. The 
climax was reached when the student body of Saint Luke’s voted to adopt Case 
Institute of Technology. There were dances and parties to celcbrate the adoption and 
for the first time, Saint Luke’s girls donned the brown and white to help cheer the 
“Slide Rule” boys to athletic victories. 

Shortly after the adoption, our class experienced the various emotions and prob- 
lems that accompany afhliations. After two years of working closely together we had 
come to a temporary parting of the ways. Some left for Euclid Avenue, Babies & 
Children’s Hospital, and the study of Pediatric Nursing, and others left for Scranton 
Road and Valentine, City Hospital and—Psychiatry and Contagious Diseases. At 
B & C we enjoyed three months of caring for the younger generation, life in Lowman 
Hall, and buying our meals. At City Hospital we got a little bit of everything dished 
to us—at mealtime, on duty, and around the ftesidence. We were quite amazed to 
find out that our new address bcasted of all the modern conveniences of home, in- 
cluding two pets who, if properly trained, would lighten your day by making your 
bed, laying out your slippers, and putting some cokes on ice. There isn’t one of us 
that didn’t complain, but every one cf us must admit we had a good time doing it. 
Will we ever forget such pcople as Mattie, Mrs. Gregg, Ray and Elaine, the polio 
kids, Miss Bartook, Dr. Newman, and Mrs. Zima? We'll be laughing over our 
“Psych” experiences for many years to come, and then some. Afhliating sure had its 
good points! 

We were seniors before we were once again back together as a whole class. 
There was the excitement of graduation pictures, commencement practice and getting 
those bee-ootee-ful white dresses with long white sleeves, called graduate uniforms. 
There was the Junior-Senior Banquet and the Graduation Ball which all seemed to be 
building up to one big moment—our finishing days. Some of us are wearing the 
“pin” now, some of us are still waiting our turn, but each time we sing “Blessed Be 
the Tie that Binds” to one of our classmates, we will be finishing our training with 
her, reliving each experience and sharing each dream for the future. 

We've spent three years with you, Saint Luke’s—three years in which we've 
experienced the pleasures of learning the joys of comradeship. Three happy years 
filled with activities that will soon be precious memories . . . the winter “Snowballs” 
and summer formals . . . stunt night with our honorable mention Bugs Bunny and 
the kids in “The Lamp Went Out”... our May queen attendants: Pat Brown, Martie 
Foulkes, Jane Allen, and Kathy Suffron ... the fun on the tennis courts and sun 
deck. Our stay with you, Saint Luke’s, has left a deep impression that the years will 
not erase. For three too-short years we have been a part of you; you will be a part 
of us forever.
